Dr. Domke said although 
mast nursing homes in the coun- 
ty-are in full compliance with 
state laws and _ regulations, 
“there are many instances where 
improvement can be made.” 

In some cases the need is for 
new legislation, in others it is 
a matter of education and in 
still others the difficulties are 
traceable to a lack of suffi- 
eient personnel in the homes, 
he-#aid. 

.-With additional funds obtained 
‘fem an increased tax rate for 
the’ Health Department, more 
frequent inspections of nursing 
homes are being made and a 
physician has been employed to 

the program, he said. 
na e no fixed schedule of 
inspections has been adopted as 
yet, it is anticipated that nurs- 
ing: inspections will be made 
on a bi-bonthly or month- 
ly basis in the future, he said. 

Sanitation inspections probably 
will be established on a quar- 
terly basis while other. types will 
be made as required.

Briscoe emphasized that um 
der his proposal the bond money 
would go for lighting improve- 
ments only in “critical” areas 
and not in residential districts, 
where he said the present sys- 
tem probably would continue to 
serve adequately for many a 
It would cost about $50,000,- 
000 to replace the city’s entire 
street - lighting system, Briscoe 
pointed out. Such replacement 
definitely is not needed, he 
added. 

On the other hand, he said, 
candlepower of lamps in many 
criti¢al areas has been stepped 
up in the last eight years to 
more than the amount used be- 
fore economy cutbacks in the 
depression years. 

Examples of the recent in- 
creases are Market and Olive 
streets and Twelfth boulevard, 
he said. 

Studies by lighting engineers 
have shown that to increase 
candlepower throughout the city 
to the original strength would 
mean a rise of 68 per cent in 
kilowatts used, but an increase 
of only 25 per cent in illumi- 
nation, Briscoe said. 

“A stepped-up tree-trimming 
program in residential areas 
would be more helpful in light- 
ing up our streets than an in- 
crease in candlepower,” Briscoe 
remarked. He added that low- 
hanging sycamore tree branches, 
with their broad leaves, were a 
particular problem. 

A candlepower increase 
throughout the city to the orig- 
inal figure would cost about 
$347,000 the first year and $197,- 
000 annually thereafter for op- 
erations, Briscoe said,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (UP) 
_—Joseph -‘S. Petersen Jr., former 
Government code clerk who 
pleaded guilty yesterday of spy- 
ing for a foreign power, faces a 
possible maximum penalty of 10 
years in prison and a $10,000 
fine. 

Petersen, 40 years old, was 
employed by the State Depart- 
ment as a $7700-a-year code 
clerk in the top-secret National 
Security Agency before his arrest 
by the Federa] Bureau of Inves- 
tigation last October. He had 
been in Government service for 
13 years. 

He pleaded guilty yesterday 

in United States district court 
in Alexandria, Va., to a charge 
that he used Government secrets 
“in a manner prejudicial to the 
safety and interests of the 
United States.” 
The State Department has dis- 
closed that Petersen passed the 
information along to a man iden- 
tified as J. A. Verkuyl, a Neth- 
erlands civil servant and former 
officer in the Dutch army. 


Statement by Dutch. 


The Dutch Government ad- 
mitted it had exchanged “secret 
intelligence” with Petersen in 
and after World War II but was 
under the assumption that Pe- 
tersen’s superiors had authorized

The United States said it had 
“no reason to question the good

CLEVELAND, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
Tne Rev. Alfred C. Kreke, who 
has visited him in his cell since 
his conviction of second-degree 
murder, says Dr. Samuel H. 
Sheppard is still “bitter” over 
the findings of the jury, 

The Rev. Mr. Kreke, minister 
of the Bay Methodist Church, 
visited his parishioner yesterday 
and reported afterward tnat Dr. 
Sheppard is “just amazed at the 
verdict.” 

The minister said Dr. Shep- 
pard still ponders how the jury 
could have arrived at its verdict. 
After having the case for 102 
hours of elapsed time, more than 
39 of which were spent in ac- 
tual deliberations, the seven 
men and five women found tne 
30-year-old osteopath guilty of 
murder in the second degree 
in the death of his pregnant 
wife, Marilyn, 31, last July 4 
in their Bay Village home. 

The Rev. Mr. Kreke reported 
the convicted man, “just couldn’t 
see how the jury could have 
reached their conclusion on the 
basis of the evidence.” 

“I was quite surprised, ” the 
minister added, “that he «was 
making an adjustment as quick- 
ly as he has. 

Deputy Sheriff Carl Rossbach 
described Dr. Sheppard as look-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—The 
White House has named an 
avowed critic of low-cost public 
housing, Republican Representa- 
tive Oakley Hunter of California, 
as the new general counsel of 


the Housing and Home Financé 
Agency. 

Hunter, who was defeated for 
re-election in November, will 
take over the agency’s third- 
ranking job on Jan. 3, succeed- 
ing Berchmans T. Fitzpatrick, 
a career Government worker 
ousted to make way for a pat- 
ronage appointee. 


In his two terms in the House, 
Hunter had 10 opportunities to 
vote on federal aid to public 
housing, either in the form of 
housing authorization. measures 
or appropriations bills. He voted 
against public housing on all 10 
occasions. 


Hunter opposed President 
Eisenhower’s request for author- 
ity to build 35,000 new low-cost 
public housing units this year, 
a program approved by_ Con- 
gress. His opposition dates from 
May 4, 1951, when he first voted 
“No” on a public housing meas- 
ure. 


In Key Policy Post. 

As general counsel of the 
HHFA, which has over-all super- 
vision of Government housing 
programs, Hunter will be in a 
key policy-making position. This 
is particularly true in view of 
the fact that the post of deputy 
HHFA administrator, the second- 
ranking job, is vacant. 

Fitzpatrick, one of the Gov- 
ernment’s leading housing ex- 
perts, has been handling the 
deputy administrator's duties in 
addition to his own since the 
resignation of William F. Mc- 
Kenna last September. 

Presumably, Hunter’s bid for 
thé housing job was supported 
by Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon of California, who cam- 
paigned hard for Hunter's re- 
election. 

Hunter, a former special agent 
of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, ran on a “get the 
subversives out of government” 
platform but was beaten by B. F. 
Siska, a Democrat. 

The patronage move which put 
Hunter in as general counsel and 
removed Fitzpatrick, recalled 
last year’s appointment of 
Albert’ M. Cole as administra- 
tor of the HHFA. Cole, too, 
was a‘former Republican Rep- 
resentative. 

He was also a long-time en- 
emy of public housing in Con- 
gress. But since his appoint- 
ment as housing administrator, 
he has modified his position to 
the extent of actively supporting 
the Eisenhower Administration's 
modest public housing program.

Public Housing 


Here Proves 


Godsend for Family of 13 


Prayers of thanks for public 
housing are offered from time 
to time by Mr. and Mrs. Edwin 
Politte, who have a family of 11 
children, largest on the tenant 


rolls of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority. 

The Polittes had hard sledding 
before the public housing pro- 
gram got under way here. The 
father, a 34-year-old veteran. of 
World War II, lost his right 
foot and suffered other crippling 
injuries when hit by shell frag- 
ments in Germany. He was un- 
able to resume his work as a 
machinist in the Ramco piston 
ring factory. 

Finding a landlord who would 
take in a flock of children with- 
out charging rent beyond the 
family’s means was a virtual im- 
possibility in the days when the 
housing shortage was most acute. 
The Polittes lived in a two-room 
dwelling near Cadet, Mo., 70 
miles south of St. Louis, until 


the Housing Authority came to 


their assistance with a four- 
bedroom apartment in Clinton 


Peabody Terrace. 


When Cochran Garden Apart- 
ments opened in 1953, the Po- 
littes moved into a five-bedroom 
unit with two bathrooms. The 
chlidren—Glennon, 14 years old;

SALARY BUDGET 


County Council Grants 
All but $8000 of 
Amount Sought by 


A salary budget of $87,600 
for the office of Prosecuting 
Attorney-elect Edward W. Garn- 
holz of St. Louis county, all but 
$8000 of the amount he request- 
ed; was approved by the Coun- 
ty Council yesterday. 


The budget for salaries prev- 
iously recommended by Super- 
visor Luman F. Matthews had 
been $61,377. Garnholz takes 
office Jan. 1. 


As approved yesterday the al- 
lowance for the new prosecu- 
tor will not permit hiring of an 
additional assistant and an ad- 
ditional secretary, as he re- 
quested, but it will provide 
funds for two legal investiga- 
tors and for substantial salary 
increases for the present staff 
of eight assistant prosecutors. 


Salary increases will be from 
the present range of $4238 to 
$5515 annually to a range from 
$6200 to $8400. Salary of the 
prosecutor will be $9600, an in- 
crease from $7500 previously 
voted by the Council. Legal in- 
vestigators will receive $5000 
each plus transportation ex- 
penses. 


No action was taken by the 
Council on a key item of Garn- 
holz’s program—that assistants 
be barred from outside law 
practice. Council Chairman 
Frank L. Martini said _ this 
would be “acted on later.” It 
was understood also that Garn- 
holz himself could require full- 
time services of his assistants. 


Council members indicated 
they would consider Garnholz’s 
request for an additional. as- 
Sistant and secretary next year 
after he has had some experi- 
ence with the existing staff. 


In another action the Council 
overruled a recommendation by 
the County Planning Commis- 
sion and the protests of 87 prop- 
erty owners in granting a spe- 
cial permit for a tourist court 
in a single-family zoned area on 
U.S. Highway 40 (Daniel Boone 
Highway) west of Olive Street 
road near Chesterfield.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (UP) 
—Representative Gerald R. Ford 
Jr. (Rep.), Michigan, a key con- 
gressiona]l figure on defense 
spending, today warned against 
further cuts in the armed forces 
until Congress has approved the 
Administration’s plan _ for 
stronger reserves. 

“If Congress decides it wants 
to continue the reserves on the 
present inadequate basis,” Ford 
told a reporter, “I believe we 
have got to maintain the stand- 
ing forces at the strength we 
previously planned.” 

He spoke amid a _ swirling 
controversy over the wisdom of 
President Eisenhower’s decision 
to reduce the armed forces by 
403,000 men by mid-1956. As 
part of the plan the Defense 
Department announced late yes- 
terday that February’s draft eo 
had been cut from 20,009 to 
11,000 men. 

Other Opinions. 

Senator Bourke B. Hicken- 
looper (Rep.), Iowa, said he 
agreed with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles that in re- 
ducing military manpower “we 
are not weakening our position 
in any way.” 

Senator John C. Stennis 
(Dem.), Mississippi, said if new 
weapons make the cuts possible 
then “I’m for it,” but he said the 
whole problem should be studied 
thoroughly. 

Senator John J. Sparkman 
(Dem.), Alabama, said it sounds 
like a case of “speak rough and 
carry a liftle stick.” 

Ford, out-going chairman of a 
House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee which handles funds for 
the Army, said also in an inter- 
view that the Defense Depart- 
ment should quit talking about 
making the new reserve train- 
ing plan compulsory. 

Only if the proposed six- 
month training duty is volun- 
tary, Ford said, is Congress like- 
ly to approve it. 

we Defense officials have repre- 
sented the cut in standing mili- 
tary strength as related to the 


reserve training plan but not 
dependent on its adoption. Un- 
der the training plan up to 100,- 
000 teen-agers annually could, 
as an alternative to being drafted 
for two years regular military 
duty, volunteer for a half year's 
training and long duty in the 
reserves. 

Expects Plenty Volunteers. 
Defense officials said if there 
were not enough volunteers, the 
gaps would be filled through the 
draft. Ford warned today that 
this could kill the proposal in 
Congress. He said he is sure | 
anyway there would be plenty 
of volunteers. 

Ford said his subcommittee 
will want a full explanation of 
the proposed new cuts in 
strength. His doubts on the cuts 
appeared among the strongest 
yet voiced on Capitol Hill. 
Others who have urged at least 
a go-slow attitude on the further 
reductions included Representa- 
tive Sam Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, 
who will be Speaker of the 
House in the new Congress,

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Radioactive Tuna Given OK 
-For Eating by Japanese 


Government Agrees With U.S. on Issue, 
Reassuring Nation That Depends 
Heavily on Fish as Food. 


TOKYO, Dec. 23 (AP)—Japa- 
nese were reassured yesterday 
when health authorities pro- 
nounced it safe to eat slightly 
radioactive tuna. 

The “hot” tuna scare erupted 
on the return of the Lucky 
Dragon fishing boat with 23 
fishermen who were dusted by 
the March 1 hydrogen explosion 
at Bikini. 

The pronouncement came aft- 
er the Health Ministry's food 
laboratory reported that even 
the “hottest” tuna fished from 
the Pacific test area are too 
weak radioactively to be harm- 
ful for consumption. 

This finding supported an 
American scientist's contention 
last month that it was “per- 
fectly safe” to eat fish giving 
off up to 500 radioactive counts 
a minute. 

At that time some Japanese 
scientists were skeptical because 
of the different standards used 
by United States and Japanese 
scientists in measuring radia- 
tion. 

The Japanese were dumping 
fish which gave off a geiger 
count of more than 100. The 
newspaper Yomiuri estimated 
that one out of every 200 tuna

caught in the Pacific was grows! 
away because of this Japanese 
standard.

CHICAGO, Dec. 23 (AP) — 
There were more traffic deaths 
in the United States yesterday 
than a week ago Wednesday 
when the nation observed the 
first Safe Driving Day. 

A press survey showed 59 
persons were killéd in automo- 
bile accidents in the 24-hour 
period ending at midnight 
Wednesday. In the same period 
on Dee. 15, S-D day, the death 
toll was 51, On Wednesday, 
Dec, 1, a survey showed, 64 were 
killed in automobile accidents. 
In the first 10 months this year 
the daily average of traffic fa- 
talities was 97. 

The increase in deaths on the 
highway yesterday over S-D day, 
the National Safety Council said, 
may be the result of several 
factors, including bad weather 
and a greater rush of Christmas 
shopping. 

“It may be that the extra cau- 
tion displayed of S-D day was 
shorter lived than we had 
hoped,” said Ned H. Bearborn, 
council president. “Whatever 
the reason, drivers would well 
step up their caution, courtesy 
and common sense before the 
Christmas holiday season in on 
us with its greatly increased 
hazards,” 

The council has _ estimated 
that 370 persons will lose their 
lives in traffic accidents during 
the Christmas weekend. 


TAXPAYER GROUP ADVISES

JEFFERSON CITY (AP) —

M OST of this reporter’s rece 


We had come—my guide and 
I—in the belief: that the visit 
was fully authorized *by the 
Committee of the South, which 
is the ruling Vietminh organ in 
,southern Indochina. But the au- 
thorization, promised in a way 
that parodied the novels of An- 
dre Malraux, turned out to be a 
parody too. I had no right to 
be there; and so, having got 
there, was politely but firmly 
confined to a palm hut on a 
canal bank in the straggling vil- 
lage of Vinh Phong. | 

If I had not been reasonably 
lucky, I should certainly have 
seen more hard core Commu- 
nists than I had any desire to 
see, But fh the end I was 
treated as a merely embarras- 
sing visitor, to be rapidly got 
rid of, with false papers which 
would not publicize the intru- 
sion of an American into Viet- 
minh territory. So the hard core 
was hidden from me. 

On the other hand, the people 
of Viet Nam are traditionally 
hospitable. Furthermore as the 
second civilian Westerner to 
penetrate this region in nine 
years—the firs. was Max Clos, 
a French newspaperman—I was 
such an object of guriosity that 
the simple people would come 
up to stroke the hair on my 
arms.and burst into roars of in- 
credulous laughter. The Western 
viewpoint interested the Viet- 
minh “cadres” just as much as 
Western hairlines astonished the 
peasants, so I did not lack visit- 
ors in my partial confinement. 

One Main Question, . 

There was one main question 
I wanted answered in my many 
hours of conversation with such 
Vietminh personalities as my 
guide, who was an important 
professional ‘cadre; my _ chief 
guardian, Pham Thieu, leader of 
the Socialist party and secretary 
of “the Front of: . National 
Union,” and the man who gave 
me my. peculiar exit visa, Dr. 
Vinh, chief of the civil affairs 


, bureau and secretary-treasurer 


of this southern Vietminhh state,’ 
The questién was “how did the 
Communists do it?” 

Starting from nothing, work- 
ing always in the very teeth of 
conventionally superior French 
military power, how had the 
Communists established and held 
this palm hut empire in the 
south. 

I think I got the answer in 
those lohg hours of leisurely 
talk in the palm hut. The an- 
swer lay, I believe, in the men 
I talked with. My guide, Pham 
Thieu, and Dr. Vinh in particu- 
lar shared three characteristics. 

Before joining the resistance, 
my guide was a leading Saigon 
professional man and a mem- 
ber of a great landowning fam- 
ily. Pham Thieu was a teacher 
and archaeologist, Dr. Vinh, a 
successful lawyer. None of them 
had had the kind ‘of personal 
reasons for discontent’ that 
might be expected to drive a 
man to put on peasant clothes, 
live as the poorest of the poor, 
and brave dangers for many 
years. Yet they had all done it, 
and their mood was still that of 
primitive Christians, positively

Second, each of these men, in 
his different way, had been a 
remarkably efficient instrument 
of the Vietminh palm hut state, 
discharging heavy and complex 
responsibilities with marked ef- 
ficiency and puritanical self- 
dedication. 

Third, although none of the 
three was a Communist, the 
minds of all three had been 
absolutely molded by the Com- 
munists. Each constantly re- 
peated, as a sort of iricantation, 
Ho Chi Minh’s three principles: 
“First, serve the people. Sec- 
ond, learn to distinguish ‘be- 
tween friends and enemies. 
Third, be ready for danger and 
privations; rely only ,on our- 
selves, and victory and glory 
will be ours.” 

When they repeated this spell, 
their very voices changed, quite 
plainly echoing the chant of in- 
numerable meetings and rallies 
and it was just the same when- 
ever they were discuss any 
subject whatever on which the 
party line had been laid down. 
The phrases came pat and cut 
and dried, always in the same 
order, always with the same in- 
cantatory tone. 

If the Communists could trans- 
form such men as these into 
fajthful automatons, and if they 
could construct, as they did con- 
struct, an entire military and 
civil administration out of such 
men as these, admitting the 
harder minded to the party, and 
using the purer idealists as in- 
struments, the triumph of the 
palm hut state was not so hard 
to understand after all. . 

Old Values Gone. 

But that still left the ques- 
tion, how had the Communists 
gained their empire over such 
men as these? Obviously, the 
party’s brilliantly astute use of 
Asian nationalism was part of 
the answer. But in our long 


the lesser part. . 

The larger part, I feel sure, 
lay in the western impact upon 
Asia. In brief, the old Asian 
order of society from which 
these men sprang had utterly 
crumbled under the impact of 
the West. Here in Indochina, 
French colonialism provided a 
kind of armature which kept life 
going in an orderly manner un- 
til the armature was broken in 
the second war. Fundamentally 
all values, all relationships, all 
beliefs and standards were at 
first transformed and then hope- 
lessly disorganized. my 

In this state of disorganiza- 
tion of values, relationships and 
standards, in this cultural mush, 
as it were, the Communist party 
was the only thing that was 
hard and certain and utterly or- 
‘ganized. Organization will usual- 
ly triumph over disorganization. 
A hard minority, however, will 
usually dominate a mushy ma- 
jority. And this, alas, is the 
central point of the gigantic 
problem of halting the onward 


march of Communist imperialism 
in Asia. 


NEHRU AND TITO 
SAY COEXISTENCE 
IS ‘IMPERATIVE’ 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 23, (AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru and Pres- 
ident Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugo- 
slavia declared jointly today 
that peaceful coexistence among 
the world’s nations was ‘“im- 
perative” to the survival of 
civilization. 

Their joint statement was put 
before both houses of the Indian 
parliament in the wake of the 
Yugoslav leader’s six-day visit 
here with Nehru. Tito left last 
night by special train to tour 
northern India. 

The Nehru-Tito statement ap- 
pealed to the world and the 
United Nations to accept rela- 
tions based on sovereignty, non- 
aggression and non-interference 
in domestic affairs—the same 
principles which Nehru and 
Communist Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai recently indorsed.

Of these, 
half changed their minds after 
the Korean war, leaving only 62 
still wanting to go home. 

Of these 62, the United States 
secretly agreed at Geneva to re- 
turn 27 with the least strategic 
skill. The Chinese Communists, 
for their part, did not release a 
single American although they 
agreed to permit letters home 
and made other minor conces- 
sions.

Correction. Not Punishment 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This letter is suggested by Robert 
H. Collins’s report relative to indus- 
tries at the Missouri penitentiary: 

* The article points out that during 
the 1920s an industry program em- 
ploying most prisoners operated full 

last and turned out a huge volume 
of twine, work clothes, shoes and the 
like, and at the same time earned a 
substantial return. 

All these things are true, but we 
need to remember that there is an- 
other side to this picture. 

Operated largely for the profit of 
private contractors, prisoners were 
subjected to intense pressure to 
turn out the largest possible prod- 
uct. A task was fixed for each pris- 
oner. Failure to meet the task was 
followed by the “hole on bread and 
water” or even corporal punishment. 

° ~ a 

Grinding labor in dirty, foul and 
ill-lighted workshops often on dan- 
gerous machines without safety de- 
vices, with the constant threat of 
punishment for failing to turn out 
the “task.” were the order of the day. 

« The Missouri penitentiary in 1920 
was graphically described by O’Hare 
in her “My Life in Prison.” Sub- 

stantial profits from the business 
went more to line the pockets of pri- 
vate contractors than they did to fill 
the state treasury. 

, Fat contracts, to be let to favored 
“industrialists,” were a constant 
temptation to administrations which. 
were responsible for letting them. 

* At the same time, concentration of 
prison industries in one or a few 
lines, with labor bought at less than * 
going rates, threatened ruin to con- 
tractors who were not favored. From 
the beginnings in 1836, the story of 
Prison labor in our penitentiary has 
not been a happy one.

' These remarks are not intended as 
in opposition to work for prisoners 
or in favor of idleness. Keeping a 
eouple of thousand able-bodied men 
in complete idleness is simply a 
eymptom of the intellectual bank- 
ruptcy of the whole system. 

« The time is past when we. should 
be content merely with “keeping 
them busy.” The work program can 
and should have something to do 
with a rehabilitation program. We 
need to go no further than Missouri's 
prison farms, justly famous over the 
country, to see what can be done. 

It could be possible to supplement 
‘our farm system with industrial pro- 
‘grams which contribute to the train- 
‘ing and occupational skills of the in- 
‘mates. It would call for a diversi- 
sfied system of prison industries. 

* Whatever program is adopted it 
‘should be a part of a revamped and 
‘reorganized correctional system with 
‘the emphasis on reclaiming of human 
lives rather than on punishment.

Beware of Dumping 


Secretary Benson has opened another farm 
policy debate with his announcement that the 
Administration is considering the sale of butter 
and other surplus farm products to the Soviet 
Union. f 

Earlier this year the Administration rejected 
an export license for sale of butter to Russia at 
50 cents a pound. With American housewives 
paying 60 to 70 cents a pound, and also paying 
in taxes the cost of Government purchases which 
kept the price at that figure, it was considered 
politically unwise to give the Russians a bar- 
gain in butter—especially in an election year. 
The new receptivity to farm exports to Iron 
Curtain countries, then, represents a shift in 
Administration thinking. 


Re-examination of trade relations with the 
Soviet world is a good idea. But we hope that 
the discussion will not center exclusively upon 
the desirability of trade as such. A basic issue 
which is all too easily overlooked is the de- 
sirability, not just of farm exports to Iron Cur- 
tain countries, but of subsidized farm exports. 

Certainly a subsidy in some degree will be 
involved in the sale of surplus butter abroad, 
whether to Iron Curtain countries or to the free 
world. After refusing to sell the Russians but- 
ter at 50 cents a pound last spring, the Admin- 
istration sold $6,000,000 worth to Britain at 41 
cents a pound. The difference between 41 cents 
and the 60 cents or so which the Government 
paid for that butter represents the amount of 
the direct subsidy involved. 


Most people would agree that it is better to 
move surplus butter into foreign consumption 
channels than to let it pile up and ultimately 
spoil in storage. But is it better to subsidize 
exports than to work out some way of stimulat- 
ing consumption in this country? That is the 
real question. 


If a subsidy is going to be involved in any 
case, many Americans might feel that it would 
be wiser to subsidize American consumption 
than to subsidize exports—at least so long as 
there are any people in this country getting 
along on substandard diets. 


This is not merely a question of which coun- 
try’s consumers benefit from a United States 
subsidy. It is also a question of how wise it 
is to export our soil fertility. That is what in one 
sense we do whenever our soil resources are 
used to produce goods which are exported under 
forced draft at prices less than domestic con- 
sumers have to pay. 


Generally speaking, subsidized exports are 
politically easy. The subsidy is hidden and the 
exports, once gone abroad, do help reduce our 
surpluses. But for that very reason the pros and 
cons of the policy should be examined with 
special care, lest wholesale foreign dumping 
become a facile substitute for grappling with 
the complex problems of farm policy. 
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Elevation of Judge Westhues 


Gov. Donnelly can be commended warmly on 
his choice of Henry J. Westhues of Jefferson 
City to be a judge of the Missouri Supreme 
Court in the seat of the late Judge Roscoe P. 
Conkling. 

Judge Westhues has been a Supreme Court 
Commissioner for 24 years. This means that 
he has been doing the work of a State Supreme 
Court member all that time. Before he became 
a commissioner he was Circuit Judge and before 
that he served as Prosecuting Attorney for Cole 
county which includes Jefferson City. 


A further point in Judge Westhues’s favor is 
the fact that he is a Republican. This is not 
because Republicans are especially qualified 
for the State Supreme Court, but because it 
shows Gov. Donnelly breaking with the practice 
of Chief Executives in naming’ members of their 
own party to Supreme Court vacancies. This is 
a score for the non-partisan operation of Mis- 
souri’s Nonpartisan Court Plan. 


St. Louisans may regret that neither Judge 
Lyon Anderson of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals nor Commissioner Cullen Coil, also of 
St. Louis, was elevated from the panel of two 
Democrats and one Republican. No one, how- 
ever, can be displeased with the promotion of 
the jurist who was born in Germany and has 
served so well the state to which he was 
brought when he was four years old. 

By this choice the Governor strengthens the 
Missouri plan to take party politics out of the 
judiciary. 
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To Keep It a Merry Christmas 

The day before Christmas, and Christmas Eve, 
ought to be among the happiest times of all the 
year. To keep them that way, every one can do 
his bit by being aware that the day and night 
before Christmas are also the most dangerous of 
the year, traffic-wise. Unless people throughout 
the nation are more careful than they usually 
are, 100 or more of them will be killed in traffic 
accidents on that ore day and evening, estimates 
the American Business Men's Research Associa- 
tion. 


For more people die in traffic on Dec. 24 than 
on any other day, according to the National Safe- 
ty Council. One big reason is drinking. Those 
who want to drink should leave their cars behind 
them. There is no sudden magic, like a cup of 
black coffee for the road, to counteract the ef- 
fects of alcohol. Coffee and certain drugs may 
wake the person up, “but awake or asleep, the 
man is still drunk,” says Dr. Leon A. Greenberg, 
of the Yale Laboratory of Applied Physiology.

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A Pledge of Decent Methods 


A welcome promise of new methods to be fo)- 
lowed by the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee has come from Representative Walter of 
Pennsylvania, who is to be its chairman when 
the Democrats take control of the Eighty-fourth 
Congress. 


The lame-duck leadership of the committee re- 
cently pulled a McCarthy stunt when it obtained 
from an Air Force captain FBI files which are 
supposed to be classified as secret. The officer 
who had so grossly breached his trust was asked 
to resign. Immediately after he did so, the Un- 
American Activities Committee hired him as a 
staff member at $8200 a year. 

There were two things wrong with this stunt. 
It was wrong for the committee to incite a breach 
ef security regulations, and it was wrong for the 
committee to reward the officer who committed 
the offense. 

Representative Walter, apparently as shocked 
as anybody else, declares that neither of these 
tactics will be condoned in the future. A com- 
mittee which concerns itself with investigation 
in defense of law cannot tolerate “surreptitious 
methods or the outright pilfering of files,” he 
says, and neither can it justifiably reward “those 
who have betrayed confidence reposed in them.” 

What a fresh breeze blows when an investigat- 


ing Congressman makes such a statement as 
this! Congressman Walter deserves the country’s 
thanks, And while he is about it, he ought to find 
out who pulled the McCarthy stunt which shocked 
him so, :

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The Place to Begin - 


The Kearney report on what is wrong with the 
non-instructional departments of the St. Louis 
public schools has come through some five hours 
of almost continuous blasting by opponents. The 
occasion was a public hearing-conductéd by the 
School Board. 

Probably the loudest noises were made by 
spokesmen for the politically - powerful AFL 
Building & Construction Trades Council. The 
report indicated that the Board—that is, the 
taxpayers—could save more than $700,000 a year 
if all except miscellaneous and minor emergen- 
cy repair work were performed by outside con- 
tractors. This work is now done by some 250 
union mechanics employed directly by the 
Board. : 

Joseph Cousin, the Building Trades’ secretary- 
treasurer, argued that contracting this mainte- 
nance work would be more costly since the con- 
tractor would have to allow for overhead and 
profit, as well as union wages for his mechanics. 
This line of argument has a deceptively simple 
surface plausibility. The Kearney Co.'s investiga- 
tions do not bear it out. 

The fact seems to be that the School Board 
operation is so wasteful that a private contractor 
could do the work cheaper than the Board's 
building department and still make a profit! 
This is not the fault of Mr. Cousin’s union 
mechanics. They are competent workers. The 
fault, as the Kearney Co. pointed out, stems 
from sloppy supervision in the building. depart- 
ment “extending to the top.” Here, the Kearney 
representative, S. L. Winslow, looked directly 
at Building Commissioner V. Harry Rhodes. f 

The implication is unmistakable: If the build- 
ing department were competently and efficiently 
run no private contractor could compete with it, 
and the Kearney Co. would not have recom- 
mended that kind of operation. 

Under the circumstances Mr. Cousin would be 
better advised to use his influence to bring 
about a wholesale reshuffle in the upper eche- 

Ions of the building department. With Mr. 
Rhodes and some of the others out of the way 
there might be no question of employing out- 
side contractors. : 

The Board had an opportunity to get rid of 
Mr. Rhodes in 1952 after it was disclosed that 
he had been mixing public and private business 
in the construction of his $42,000 St. Louis 
county home. 

But the Old Guard on the Board came to his 
rescue and he was re-elected to a four-year 
term. One of those who voted for him was 
Oscar A. Ehrhardt, a board member who seems 
to be doing his best to discredit the Kearney 
recommendations. 
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City Manager Vote in Collinsville 

The City Manager plan of municipal govern- 
ment, now operating in University City, Fergu- 
son, Webster Groves and Wood River, will be 
voted on in Collinsville next March 1. Thanks 
to the efforts of a group of young civic leaders 
in Collinsville, sufficient petitions have been 
signed and approved by court order at Edwards- 
ville. The Mayor, Louis Jackstadt, strongly 
favors the improvement. 

As Collinsville residents go over the pros and 
cons of establishing city administration on a 
professional cafeer basis, as a means to econo- 
my and efficiency, they will find it interesting 
to know that no fewer than 11 communities over 
the country adopted the plan in November. As 
listed in the National Municipal Review they are: 

Joliet, Ill., population, 51,601. 
East Providence, R.I., pop., 35,871. 
Santa Fe, N.M., pop., 27,998. 
Medford, Ore., pop., 17,305. 
Kennewick, Wash., pop., 10,106.

Brownfield, Tex., pop., 6161. 
Claremore, Okla., pop., 5494.

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Senator Symington on Talking 

Senator Stuart Symington has the answer for 
those who have become so emotionally involved 
in the cold war that they demand action—start- 
ing with a break of diplomatic relations with 
Russia. 


“It is important not to stop talking,” he said. 
“On that particular point I am in complete 
agreement with President Eisenhower. 
break off relations with the people who might 
destroy us.” 


To justify this position, Symington recalled 
his business experience. He never had a strike, 
he said, because he never broke off negotiations 
with a union. At times such dealings seemed 
hopelessly deadlocked, but sooner or later some- 
body came up with an idea which dissolved the 
difficulties to the satisfaction of all. 

The Senator sees no such happy idea on the 
immediate horizon of Soviet-American relations. 
But he does not want to call off all diplomatic 
exchanges, thus closing off the one area in which 
such an idea might some day be developed. 


Properly, Senator Symington wants the United 
States to maintain an impressively adequate mil- 
itary force as a background for our diplomacy. 
He has no faith in such vaguely defined short 
cuts as “massive retaliation.” As he sees it, our 
diplomats have a daily, monthly, yearly job. 
There is no guarantee that they will succeed in 
it, but there is no emotional alternative either. 

It has always been that way in the world— 
whether Athens was at odds with ‘Sparta, or 
Rome with Carthage, or France with England. 
Sometimes the issues were resolved; sometimes 
they faded away under new pressures; some- 
times they exploded in war. The wars always 
came when diplomacy was abandoned. Some- 
times war also came — as with the attack on 
Pear] Harbor—while at least formal negotiations 
were still in progress, i 


History and politics can offer no 100 per cent 
assurances. Hence the everlasting command to 
be prudent and strong. The. prospect of. seem- 
ingly endless talk—and to no conclusion—may 
seem dismal. But as Senator Symington says, 
continued diplomatic relations offer the one 
hope of peace achieved without a horror of 
blood and annihiation.

When William H. Danforth extends 
this invitation to St. Louisans in a pre- 
Christmas . broadcast over Station 
KXOK, he is honoring a 40-year tradi- 
tion which has made carol singing mean 
even more than fun and festivity for 
the entire St. Louis community. 

Thanks to St. Louis carolers some 69 
authorized local charities aiding under- 
privileged children received last year 
approximately $40,000 they would not 
otherwise have had. 

The St. Louis Christmas Carols 
Association is licensed by the city to 
accept contributions, and the carolers 
in their red capes and hoods wear offi- 
cial button badges and carry about with 
them specially marked collection cans 
identifying them as licensed collectors. 

The singing and the giving have 
grown up together in St. Louis as activ- 
ities inseparable from the carols and 
the meaning of Christmas. 

No high powered promotion started 
this cherished community project. A 
few neighbors who wanted to share 
their Christmas joy began it, and thou- 
sands of neighbors have joined to keep 
it flourishing through more than 40 
years. Now, more than 100 American 
cities are following in some measure the 
St. Louis pattern in their own commu- 
nity carol programs. 

“No. 1 Caroler” is Mr. Danforth, a 
citizen of more than four score years 
whose name is spoken by St. Louisans 
with pride and affection. He is chair- 
man of the board of Ralston Purina Co., 
president of the nondenominational 
American Youth Foundation, and presi- 
dent of the carol association. His broad- 
cast describes how this “all started.” 

“One snowy Christmas eve, 43 years 
ago, a small group of nine friends decid- 
ed to revive the beautiful old custom of 
caroling by singing for the people who 
lived in our neighborhood,” explains 
Mr. Danforth. He was one of the nine. 
“So we bundled up and went from 
house to house singing the lovely Christ- 
mas songs.” 

This lively little group was delighted 
to be received with enthusiasm, but, 
says Mr. Danforth, “We were amazed 
when some people actually showered us 
with money.” 

The contributions were not large, he 
Says, but carolers gave the money to 
needy children “because we felt that 


was a true interpretation of the Christ- 
mas spirit.” 

More than 50,000 St. Louisans divid- 
ed into about 2500 groups of all ages 
have been zestfully preparing for this 
year's Yuletide singing. 

They register with the central office 
by groups, beginning as early as Octo- 
ber, and are assigned zones averaging 
about four blocks, where they will carol 
for householders on Christmas eve. 

Some groups have been singing to- 
gether annually for more than 25 years, 
but some are school children just learn- 
ing what Christmas carols mean. 

Business leaders, housewives, teen- 
agers, officeworkers, kindergarten tots, 
laborers, doctors, and lawyers get to- 
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gether In groups organized by schools, 
churches, fraternal organizations, and 
social and civic clubs. 

In these days just before Christmas, 
they sing wherever they are invited to 
go—walking slowly and singing as they 
go, in neighborhoods where the Christ- 
mas Eve candles beckon, in hotels, res- 
taurants, department stores, railroad 
stations, and sometimes in state and pri- 
vate institutions and hospitals. 

An annual public concert is given @ 
few days before Christmas at the Cen- 
tral Public Library by a great chorus of 
carolers. 

When other cities sought advice from 
St. Louisans, a National Christmas Car- 
ols Association was formed which shares 
the St. Louis headquarters at 513 Olive 
street. From here are sent to inquirers a 
booklet published by the association: 
“How to Organize a Christmas Carols 
Association in Your Community.” 

Thus with their program of singing 
and sharing, St. Louisans are rediscov- 
ering for themselves each year the deep- 
est meaning of the carol’s message: “Joy 
to the world... .”

Between Book Ends 


Mister Millions 


HUGH ROY CULLEN: A STORY OF AMERICAN 
OPPORTUNITY, by Ed Kilman and Theon Wright. 
(Prentice-Hall, 376 pgs., $4.) 

The name of Hugh Roy Cullen {is by 
now a legend in Texas and the South- 
west, and doubtless in many other 
places in the United States. His fabu- 
lous wealth, made in cotton, real estate 
and oil, would have made him so, with- 
out the added facets of rugged individ- 
ualism, open-handed philanthropy, and 
behind-the-scenes poljtical mover. 

This is a rather remarkable book. 
Obviously an authorized biography, full 
of homely homilies and totally recol- 
lected incidents and conversations, it 
nevertheless sustains the reader’s in- 
terest and sometimes astonishment. 
How one man could hew so consistently 
to Cullen’s simple, democratic prin- 
ciples, never guess wrong on a business 
deal, always behave so decently and 
always come out on top and have his 
decisions and convictions vindicated, 
makes it doubly remarkable. It is 
hardly a work of literature and the 
reader is forced to smile sometimes at 
the confounding wisdom and farsight- 
edness of the man. But he is not to be 
laughed off. 


Most people today think of Roy Cul- 
len as sitting in his big office in a 
Houston bank building and handing out 
largesse to any and all comers for the 
asking—a couple of million here, hold- 
ings worth many millions for this and 
that cause. They have forgotten, or 
never knew, that only his word kept 
him and others from going broke in the 
depression; that he worked in the oil 
fields with as much courage and bold- 
ness as any roughneck; that he studied 
and tracked down his own areas for oil 
leases, and operated on his own private 
geological theories for the most part; 
and that though he is 73 now and “giv- 
ing back the riches extracted from the 
earth,” those riches are still coming in, 
to bolster the $800,000,000 or so he is 
said to be worth, 


The chapter headings are quotes, 
most of them Cullen’s words of wis- 
dom, from how to deal with rustlers, 
bankers and competitors, to the epi- 
grams of a political sage. The second 
half of the book is for the most part 
taken up with his doings after gradua- 
tion from the muck and mud of the 
oil fields—his interest in the improve- 
ment of Houston, the philanthropies 
that have built hospitals and a univer- 
sity, and the more recent compelling 
interest in politics and government. He 
never wanted political office however, 
and managed to stay out of the muck 
and mud of politics, contenting himself 
with letters of advice. 

They tell a story that Wendell Will- 
kie, after visiting Cullen in Texas and 
enlisting his support, asked sometime 
later, when Cullen’s name was men- 
tioned: “Cullen—Cullen? Who's he?” 
The question might well have been 
fatal but for the chain of circumstances. 
But Cullen is that sort of man—seem- 

colorless and undynamic, as is 
this book. But he definitely makes his 


weight felt.

Peace Offered for Votes. 


In short, political managers, 
those gathered at the White 
House and others not there, ex- 
pect to lean heavily on peace as 
the dominant 1956 issue. Conse- 
quently, they were much more 
interested in Secretary Wilson's 
projected cutback in armed 
forces a graphic symbol of hopes 
for peace as Mr. Wilson sug- 
gested, than they were in the 
more philogophical and abstruse 
discussion at the White House 
conference. later. 

That revolved about the Presi- 
dent's insistence upon creation 
of a Republican party of “pro- 
gressive moderates” as necessary 
to win independents and Demo- 
crats again in 1956, as in 1952. 

Practical politicians believe it 
was Gen. Eisenhower's prom- 
ise to. get peace in Korea made 
during the 1952 campaign that 
was the most powerful influence 
in the Republican victory. 

Likewise, they believe it is 
the peace that has existed since 
the subsequent Korean armi- 
stice—tenuous though it may be 
—that held down Democratic 
gains in the recent congressional 
elections below the average of 
the pafty out of power in off- 
year elections. 


Tough Problem for G.O.P. 


Democrats did, however, win 
that election and as a result will 
control Congress for the next 
two years before the 1956 presi- 
dential election. Hitherto such 
circumstances usually meant 
that the party enjoying them 
went on to recapture the White 
House two years later, though 
not always, as Harry S. Tru- 
man proved by winning in 1948 
after losing Congress in 1946. 

So the Republican problem 
ahead is tough. However, G.O.P. 
managers feel that, with a con-

Eisenhower Taken on Faith. 


They also recognized, another 
political factor in the Defense 
Secretary’s confident assurance 
that President ‘Eisenhower is in 
“a better position to judge than 
any man in this world” about 
military defense matters. 

For that is what a majority 
of our people seem to believe, 
too, because of our President's 
military experience. They are 
willing to take his judgment on 
faith. That is among the Presi- 
dent’s most valuable political 
assets. 

It carries, too, its grave re- 
sponsibility, of which he seems 
well aware. 

Though party politicians may 
assess our defense program 
(and its peace forecasts) from a 
political viewpoint, the Presi- 
dent cannot afford to do so be- 
cause of what is at stake for the 
nation. The cutback announced 
by Secretary, Wilson was- ex- 
plained by him as in accord 
with the President's estimate of 
the needs for a long-range, more 
or less permanent, defense pro- 
gram for a continued cold war 
in the atomic age. 


Is This the Proper Time? 


The reduced over-all armed 
strength already is finding its 
critics; some within the Admini- 
stration, more among Democrats 
who question not only its in- 
herent wisdom, but the timing 
of the announcement when so 
many issues are teetering in the 
balance. 

These include ratification of 
the London-Paris agreements 
for rearming Germany in the 
French Chamber of Deputies, 
tensions over Formosa and adja- 
cent islands, the imprisonment 
of our aviators by Red China, 
and the disquieting course .of 
events in Indochina with con- 
tinued threats of eventual Com- 
munist inundation.

'g T has become an article of 
faith in baseball that under 
modern conditions no city in 

the United States is big enough 

_ to support more than one team 

except, perhaps, New York and 

: Chicago. Maybe it’s so and 

maybe it isn’t. Maybe when a 

ball club has financial pains it 

* ought to look questioningly at 

itself instead of its town. 

To illustrate this point, some 
figures can be quoted regard- 
ing baseball attendance in Bos- 
ton. In 1948, when the Braves 
won the pennant in the Na- 
tional League and the Red Sox 
tied Cleveland in the Ameri- 
can, losing out to the Indians 
in a playoff, total attendance 
in Boston was 3,014,237. (The 
Braves drew 1,455,439 that 
year and the Red Sox 1,558,- 

798.) 

In 1954, when the Red Sox 

had a monopoly in the city, 

they drew 931,127—fewer than 
one third of 1948’s two-club 

total. In other words, in a 

space of six years Boston base- 

ball has lost two of every three 
fans. 

Obviously, this does not sup- 
port the notion that cities like 
Boston, Philadelphia and St, 
Louis are unable to support 
two teams. Six years ago Bos- 
ton supported two clubs three 
times as enthusiastically as it 
backed one team this year. 
What happened? 


Million-Dollar Question. 

HE town hasn’t changed 
T since 1948. There was 

competition then, as there 
is now, from horse racing and 
dog racing and theaters and 
movies and night clubs and sa- 
loons and beaches. Only tele- 
vision has been added as a 
competitive factor, for in 1948 
there were comparatively few 
sets in private residences. 

“Take a ride with me,” said 
John Quinn of the Braves in 
1951, “and see all the televi- 
.sion sets we've bought for the 
people of East Boston.” 

He meant that while the 
Braves’ attendance had been 
whirling dizzily downward, 
new antennae had been sprout- 
ing on every roof, and he felt 
at least some of the money 
spent for those sets had come 
from fans who would other- 
wise have been buying tickets 
to see the Braves play. 

To be sure, when the Braves

pulled out for Milwaukee, the 
number of games played an- 
nually was cut in two, from 
154 to 77. As a consequence,

Looking Forward to 
A Country Christmas 


By Leonard Hall 


HERE’S a flavor about a country Christmas 
T which is duplicated in no other setting. If 

farming ever becomes so urbanized that this 
flavor is lost, something irreplaceable will be 
gone from Ameri- 
can life, It is not 
only that the farm 
home still lends it- 
self best to an in- 
gathering of the 
clan; the fact of 
good highways and 
easy transportation 
means distance is 
hardly a drawback 
to the family get- 
together. 

We arrived home 
from our long 
speaking tour— 
which finally took 
us into mid-Kansas 
—in time to get 
the festivities rolling. The little town of Clay 
Center was our “fartherest west,” out in a good 
farm country which is organized into “water- 
shed districts” so erosion control can be prac- 
ticed on a sound and scientific basis. We drove 
in, as usual, to find Mike and Tiger waiting to 
greet us; and Matt with the news that three 
purebred calves had been born during our ab- 
sence. So we hurried into old clothes and boots 
and up to the barn to see the new youngsters. 
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NOW IT’S FULL SPEED AHEAD for the 
holiday. There’s a turkey from Jim and Lucille 
Archer’s farm in the freezer, waiting to be 
thawed out and stuffed. Soon the kitchen will 
be a bee-hive—and the stores of cranberries, 
pumpkin and mincemeat are enough to make a 
man’s mouth water. Like other farmers, we take 
advantage of the locker plant and supermarket 
to lighten the work load in the kitchen. Elec- 
tricity has replaced the wood-burning range, 
though I doubt it improves the food which is 
the end product of cooking. Yet even with the 
market close at hand, a large part of the holiday 
suite comes from garden, orchard and poultry 
yard. 
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WE STILL LIKE to butcher a fat young steer 
for family use; not to mention a choice porker 
or two as winter prégresses. The streamlined 
product of the packing house improves steadily, 
we know. Yet it still can’t touch our home-grown 
hams and bacon, sugar-ured and smoked long 
with just the right mixture of hickory, sassafras 
and apple wood. Nor can any packer mix the 
exact proportions of fat and lean pork—season- 
ing it with the essential amounts of salt, pepper, 
sage and other herbs—to create that most delec- 
table of country breakfasts. Home-made sausage, 
scrambled eggs, hot biscuits and comb honey or 
sorghum, and a pot-full of “right stout” coffee; 
a mighty fine meal for Christmas morning, or 
any other winter morning. 
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THROUGHOUT MUCH OF AMERICA the 
farmer can even harvest his Christmas decora- 
tions at home. In our Ozark hills, red cedar 
grows on every limestone glade. In early autumn, 
riding out on Daisy and Ribbon, we spot several 
likely trees and then narrow the choice until a 
selection is made as the great day arrives. Nor 
is there need for store-bought greens. At this 
season the cedars are bright with frosty blue 
berries, so that the boughs make the handsomest 
of decorations, And if you want to brighten up 
the cedar, which is dark, go farther into the 
hills and cut boughs from the more vivid pines. 
Bittersweet harvested in October adds a touch 
of red to the Christmas scene, as does coral- 
berry. Big acorn cups of. the burr oak and many 
other interesting seed pods may be sprayed with 
silver or gold paint for ornaments. Thus if one 
desires, the whole holiday scheme can be taken 
from field and woodland just outside the door.

WE’RE FORTUNATE at Possum Trot this 
Christmas to be able to gather four generations 
of family around the festive board. Early in the 
morning on that day, after the cattle are fed 
and according to Ozark custom, the men-folk 
will make a round of the farm with Tiger and 
Mike. The idea is not, as in times when we 
thought little of conserving our wildlife, to shoot 
everything that moves ahead of the guns. The 
quail season, in fact, is closed and our fun will 
be in watching the red setters at work. We'll 
check to see whether the coveys have enough 
birds left to survive the winter and count how 
many rabbits bounce out ahead of us. The hike 
will clear away the cobwebs and work up an 
appetite for dinner; while the girls witl be glad 
to have us out from underfoot as final prepara- 
tions for the feast go farward.

For most attractive results, 
fine-textured hair should be al- 
lowed to fall softly and natur- 
ally, with a minimum of setting. 
Medium or coarse hair will hold 
a curl or wave longer. You can 
style it more elaborately, but it 
must still be carefully set. 


~ *« * 

NO PIN CURL is perfect with- 
out shimmering clean hair. 
Shampoo as often as necessary 
for a bright and lustrous look. 
Set the hair damp, after brush- 
ing out the tangles and aligning 
a straight part. Use the end 
teeth of your comb (or the blunt 
end of a bobby pin) to plot your 
pin-curl pattern, allowing about 
one curl to the square inch. 
Comb each strand smooth, hold- 
ing the comb as parallel to the 
hair aS you can, to encourage 
curl. Wind the end around your 
left index finger (‘if you are 
right-handed); then slide the 
curl off and roll it toward your 
head, Pin the curl flat to your 
scalp in its own section, so it 
won’t interfere with the next 
one to be set. Or, if you want 
height when your hair is combed 
out, make the pin curl stand up. 

The looser and softer the curl 
you want, the more hair goes 
into each strand. For tighter 
curls, wind less hair under each 
pin or clip. Never pin your hair 
so tightly that it looks “set” for 
a day or two afterwards, or pull 
on a curl so hard that you cause 
it to “frizz.”

A CCORDING to history, the 


Emperor Vitellius used to 


eat 5000 oysters a day. This 
seems somewhat exaggerated, 
even for a man who likes oysters. 
At an oyster bar in New “Or- 
leans one day I asked the oyster 


man what the record was at his 


bar. He said he had seen people 
eat 18 and 20 dozen, but there 
were stories around New Orleans 
of people eating as many as 70 
dozen at a sitting. He said he 
saw a 10-year-old boy eat a 
gross. 

For many years we were de- 
nied oysters during the warm 
months (the months with no r 
in them) because of our inability 
to keep the delicious bivalve, to 
coin a cliche, in a state of fresh- 
ness. But now quick freezing, 
refrigerated planes and trains

cilities in stores and at home 
make it possible to enjoy oysters 
the year around. In fact, it 
would be hard to spoil an oyster 
nowadays. Yet there still are a 
lot of people who won’t go near 
an oyster unless there is an r 
in the month, and even writers 
like myself find ourselves wait- 
ing until the winter months to 
praise the seafood.

HERE’S nothing that re- 
T quires less cooking than an 
oyster. It’s almest impos- 
sible to cook them too little.

If an oyster is tough it’s been 
cooked too long. Also, it is dif- 
ficult to digest. Cook them 
quickly, or merely heat them. 
When the edges curl, take them 
out. If they are being combined 
with a sauce or gravy, this 
should be made first, and com- 
pletely cooked, before the oysters 
are added. |

HERE are a lot of fancy oys- 
ters chowders, bisques and 
soups, most of them delicious 
and most of them hard to make. 
Here's a home style oyster soup 
Which is both simple and de- 
licious. . 

Melt three tablespoons of but- 
ter and blend in three table- 
spoons of flour. Gradually add 
three cups of scalded milk, with 
salt, pepper and paprika to taste. 
Stir it constantly. Let it simmer 
for a few minutes and then add 
two cups of oysters which have 
been scalded and then ground.

Now add a tablespoon of 
minced parsley and let the whole 
thing simmer for a few minutes.

Make garlic butter by blanch- 
ing a clove of garlic in a few

Now put the bread shell in 
the oven and let it toast slowly 
until it is well browned. Then 
make two cups of medium white 
sauce.

Church and Teens 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


ROBABLY the three greatest problems that teen-agers 
Pisce are the problems of getting along with their par- 

ents, getting along with other young people and getting 
along satisfactorily in school. Almost every adolescent 
would like to do better in one, if not all, of these three re- 
spects, There is a very simple prescription for improve- 
ment. It is to go to church. 

This seems to be the only conclusion that can be drawn 
from a very interesting study of teen-agers in the state of 
Washington. Carol Larson Stone collected information in 
great detail from 3810 high school seniors and 1469 under- 
graduates at the state college. She found (as was probably 
expected) that girls play a more prominent part in religious 
life than do boys and that urban young people were more 
closely associated with church than were those on the 


farms,

STUDYING THE ITEMS that had a bearing on the 
quality of the adjustment in the home, Dr. Stone concluded, 
“Both college and high school students who were active in 
church affairs reflected better adjustment in parent-child 
relationships than did those who were inactive. It is not 
possible to determine from the data whether church par- 
ticipation tended to bring about better adjustment in the 
family, or whether families which were better adjusted 
tended to encourage their children to participate more 
actively in church affairs, Nevertheless, in view of the 
position of the church as a social institution in American 
society and the dominant position of the Christian religion 
in American culture generally, there exist reasonable 
grounds for the belief that participation in religious activ- 
ity is actually a casual factor in the relationships which have 
been observed.” 

x k * 


AS A FINAL TEST of the hypotheses that active 
church participation is associated with fewer problems of 
adjustment, it was possible to compare some actual prob- 
lems encountéred by the participants and non-participants. 
Of 23 significant problems, four were more often prob- 
lems of the church group, whereas 19 were more often , 
problems of the non-church youth. These problems con- 
cerned school activities, religious doubts, moral values, 
present living conditions, and plans for the future. 

Of course, this study, does not necessarily give a picture 
of the entire American population. It relates merely to 
5279 persons in one state of the Northwest. But compari- 
son with other studies from many parts of the continent 
suggests that it is indeed fairly representative. It bears 
out in a general way the conclusions of other studies, that 
persons with a conservative point of view, who get along 
well with other people and participate actively in com- 
munity affairs, tend to be superior in mental hygiene, to 
get and give more happiness in life, and to,make more 
successful marriagen,

Despite declarer’s cue bid, 
West not unnaturally elected to 
lay down the heart king. South 
ruffed and cashed a high trump. 
He was pained to see West show 
out, discarding a low club, but 
since nothing was to be done 
about the trump suit, South 
went ahead by cashing the other 
honor and leading a third round, 


East, on lead with the trump, . 


didn’t give a moment’s thought 
to his return; he sent back a 
heart. That was manna in the 
desert for South. He ruffed, 
cashed his three club tricks, 
then ran off the rest of his 
trumps, and poor West was 
knocked out of the fight. The 
last trump forced him to throw 
away the ace of hearts or a high 
spade, and whichever he chose 
would be fatal since dummy, 
waiting for West’s discard, had 
the A-J. of spades and the queen 
of hearts. 

Surely, East did not need sec- 
ond sight to realize that any- 
thing but a spade return would 
put his partner in a vise. It is 
not always easy (or possible) to 
break up an impending squeeze, 
but the bidding in this case had 
been so informative that the 
spade return stood out like a 
beacon light.

was in Martinique. On
